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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 10-48, 50-60 stand withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species & invention, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 2/6/08 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1-9 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
NAVARRO et al WO 00/00022 in view of SU '82 

NAVARRO show the instant crude extracts or turmeric incorporated or coated on 
packaging material. These are effective to repel insects. However, the alcohol portion 
is not as high as in the instant invention as claimed. 

Claim 1 does limit the composition concentration of any of the 3 components to each 
other, nor the concentration of the composition to the package. Even trace amounts of 
AR turmerone and residue would be acceptable, and NAVARRO provides them. 
Turmeric extracts, thus inclusive of all the instantly claimed components, also obtained 
from turmeric extracts applied to packaging material at up to 40% (page 8, top) is 
repellent to insects (page 12, Table I). 

SU does concentrate the alcohol from turmeric, and shows them to be repellant to T. 
castaneum, the insect of concern to NAVARRO. 

It would be obvious to combine two or more components which repel insects in order to 
increase the efficacy. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 6/3/09 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Arguments that the alcohols are not at 10% are overcome with SU. 

We are in accord with the European Office determination that the source of 
turmerone is important, & that the instant claims are not sufficiently limiting to effective 
amounts as claimed. The reader must conduct much experimentation to achieve 
effective amounts, by balancing the ratio of 3 components, & choosing the correct 
source of the active.
